This ia how it came about 
One day in 1884, when the first of 
the Broken Hill whines was still a 
discouraging prospect, a man drifted 
that way, loo over the ground 
and made up his mind that there 
would soon be other stragglers along 
and that these would want to eat, 
So he hunted up the prospectors and 
offered them a dozen eggs for a 
monopoly of the restaurant privileges 
on their lease. Eggs were as scarce 
as the proverbial hen’s teeth in that 
section of the bush country and the 
offer was hungrily accepted. Thus 
was the commercial life of Broken 
Hill inaugurated end never was there 
a worse beginning. Nine of the eggs 
were gone past all hope of redemp- 
tion and the other three were open 
to grave suspicion, but the bargain 
held. ‘Thus it happens that the city 
of Broken Hill, with a present popu- 
lation of 20,000 and a record silver 
production of $500,000,000, was hatch- 
ed from a dozen eggs that were fit 
for nothing but the discouragement 
of incompetent barnstormers. 
Of the world’s bonanza mines few 
have given a better account of them- 
selves than those of Broken Hill. 
Think of a mining region in which 
silver-lead ores are quarried in open 
cuts, like sandstone or granite or 
brick clay, and where one remarkable 
mine, the Consols, has a vein (albeit 
a narrow one) that yields orea that 
are 95 per cent. pure silver! The 
Broken Hill proprietary is the larg- 
est silver producer in the world to- 
day and in the 25 years that have 
passed since the barrier (as the ar- 
gentiferous lode Serpglled) was found, 
its mines have paid more than $100,- 
000,000 in dividends. They have 
yielded silver .to the value of $300,- 
000,000, to say nothing of ship loads 
of lead and zine and no inconsider- 
able quantity of gold and copper and 
there is more high-grade ore‘ “in 
sight” to-day than at any time in 
the past. 

Like most of the world’s great 
mines, the discovery of the Broken 
Hill barrier illustrates the prover- 
bial “‘luck of fools and _tenderfeet.”” 
In 1869 Charles Rasp left his old 
home in Germany to seek his for- 
une. Apparently he didn’t find it in 
a hurry, for in 1884 he was only a 
“boundary rider’’—-and that is a bush 
country euphemism for sheep herder 
—killing time and ambition on one 
of the dreariest stretches of salt bush 
and mulga bush that ever New 
South Wales afforded. The country 
roundabout had been prospected be- 
fore and was believed to be barren of 
valuable minerals. However, Rasp 
noticed that it was a peculiar coun-

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ABOUT BUYING BEEF. 

In buying meat it must also be 
berne in mind that the price of a 
certain cut is not always a criter- 
ion of the food yalue furnished, 
nor even superiority of flavor. 
ake, for instance, the tenderloin, 
which. is the most expensive of all 
beef cuts. While there is no doubt 
about its tenderness its flavor is 
really nil and must be enhanced 
ia cookery by the juices from round 
steak or mushrooms, as well as 
various high spicings. In select- 
ing beef the following points are 
to be considered: 

1. Insist on seeing the carcass 
from which the meat is to be cut. 
If it carries the stamp ‘U.S. In- 
spected and Passed’’ it is a guar- 
mntee from the government that 
the meat is healthy. 

2, Choose fat beef. The fatter 
the beef the more tender. A prime 
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creases downward toward the legs. 
Those muscles which get but lit- 
tle exercise will be tender, while 
the neck and legs, which are in 
canstant motion, are tough but 
juicy. For roasts or broiled steak 
or chops the prime ribs and the 
loin will be best, while the neck 
and legs are better for broths. 
Tender muscles should be cooked 
quickly, but the tougher portions 
require long, slow cook ng to soften 
the fiber. —Delineator for March.

pioneers in the person of John Sager, 
who departed this life on February 
2st at the ripe old age of 86 years and 
8 months. He was born in Richmond 
township Lennox county, on June 
17th, 1823, and when about thirty 
years of age moved to Madoc town- 
khip. He settled on the farm now 
occupied by his grandson and there 
resided until about five Yana ago 
when he moved from the old farm to 
live with his son in Queensboro, 

Of United Empire Loyalist stock, he 
was well adapted for the hardships of 
a pioneer life. In 184 he married 
Jane Henry, who predeceased him 
sixteen years ago, and to thew: were 
born four sons and one daughter, of 
whom three sons survive i. e., Robert 
and Charles. of Queensboro, and 
William, of Tweed. 

In religion he was a Methodist, and 
as long as strength allowed his place 
in church was seldom vacant.

A MAKER OF BIG GUNS 


PERSONAL SKETCH OF SIR 
ANDREW NOBLE. 


Great Establishment at Elswick, 
England, Where Guns and 
Warships are Built. 


No living man knows more about 
guns and explosives than Sir An- 
drew Noble, who has lately been 
awarded, with the approval of the 
Prince of Wales, the Albert Me- 
dal of the Royal Society. He is 
chairman of Armstrong, Whit- 
worth, and Company, whose great 
works stand at Elswick, on the up-

England, says Pearson’s Weekly. 
Elswick has a hand in almost 
every department of the steel in- 
dustry, but its specialties are big 
guns and warships. It has built 
the greater part of the Japanese 
Navy. Forty thousand pounds is 
distributed there every week in 
wages among 25,000 men. Some 
hundred thousand of the popula- 
tion of Newcastle are more or less 
dependent on Elswick. It has a 
river frontage a mile and a half 
long, and a hundred and fifty sep- 


arate workshops. It has even a@ 
children’s school. 
BORN AT GREENOCK. 
The ordnance department, in 
which Sir Andrew Noble won his 


fame, covers over forty acres, and 
employs 15,000 of the men. Work 
goes on there day and night. 

Born at Greenock, Scotland, 
seventy seven years ago, the son of 
a naval officer and of an Ameri- 
can mother, Sir Andrew soon be- 
came a Captain i the Royal Artil- 
lery, and an enthusiastic student 
of everything relating to cannons. 

When the great struggle between 
cannon and armor plating began, 
the Government appointed, in 
1859, a committee of inquiry, with 
Captain Noble as a member. In 
the same year, so rapidly had he 
come to the front, he was made 
Assistant-Inspector of Artillery. 

It was in 1860 that he began his 
famous partnership with the late 
Lerd Armstrong, who thirteen years 
before had abandoned the quieter 
paths of the law and founded a 
small factory at Elswick. 

In 1860 he had just added an ord- 
nance department, and saw that 
the brilliant young artillery officer 
was the man he wanted. The two 
worked together for forty years, 
while the factory grew from small 
things to become one of the biggest 
industrial establishments in the 
world. 

Sir Andrew Noble was largely re- 
sponsible for the change from iron 
tc steel as a material for big guns. 
Something better was needed than 
the heayy -bronze and cast-iron 
cannon that had been doing duty 
at Sebastopol. In a few years 
Noble had left them miles behind 
and reyelutionized the science of 
connon-building 

HOW BIG GUNS ARE BUILT. 

This is how big guns are built at 
Elswick: Red-hot steel ingots are 
forced into a rough cylindrical 
shape, either by the pounding of 
steam-hammers (some of them can 
give a blow of 700 tons), or by hy 
draulic presses. The largest of the 
latter gives a pressure of nearly 
6,000 tons. 

Now that the rough forging has 
been made it has to be tested, and 
this is o critical part of the pro 
cess, <A few pieces are cut off from 
the main forging, heated in oil at 
jm temperature of about 1,500 de 
grees Fahrenheit, and fixed firmly 
in iron jaws. Hydraulic pressure

}helm Canal, at Bruensbuttel, have

will be in the neighborhood of $7, 
500,000, 

When tha work has been finally |

years, it will be the greatest na 
}val base on the North Sea. ‘The 
new base will rank with Kiel, with 
jits great natural harbor at the 


north-east end of the canal on the} 
| Baltic. As long ago as 1908 the 
improvement of the small harbor of 
Bruensbuttel was planned, but the| 
matter was not made public. At 
the time an appropriation of only 
259,000 marks (%62,500) was made} 
for the preliminary work. 


great naval base were not then 
completed, for it had not then been 
determined to create either large 
dry or floating docks. The entire 
harbor will extend from Bruens- 
buttel north-eastward to a smal! 
lake which connects with the canal. 
It will be divided into harbors for 
the largest warships and for mevr- 
chant vossels respectively, while 
the plans are for a general depth 
of eleven metres. 

The construction of the new nay- 
al base carries immediately with it 
the deepening of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm Canal throughout the entire 
length, making it navigable by the 
largest German battleships now ex- 
isting or to be built within the 
next decade.

The value of the total mineral pro- 
duction of the Province of Ontario 
during 1909 was $32,652,072, accord. 
ing to the official report of Hon. 
Frank Cochrane. Minister of Lands,

crease of nearly seven willion dollars 
over the previous yeur, when the 
fignres were $25,637.61 

Of the total, $22,765,463 was the 
value of metallic production, and $0,- 
536,009 that of non-metallic produc- 
tion, The former includes 2.042 
ounces of gold, 25,787,037 ounces of 
silver, 1,583 tons of cobalt, 13, 907 tons 
of nickel, 7,933 tons of copper 26%,- 
777 tons of iron ore, 407,018 tons of pig 
iron and 895 tons of zinc ore. The 
value of the silver output was $12,- 
382,689, the largest in the history of 
the Province.

Transparent or glycerin soaps are 
made by dissolving common hard 
white soap in alcohol and allowing 
the moisture to evaporate. The 
alcohol partly neutralizes the strin- 
gency of the lye. An ounce of pure 
glycerin to a pound of soap is the 
usual measure and this must be 
poured into the mixture as soon 
as the action of the alcohol ceases. 
If is refuses to become hard through 
evaporation it must be brought to 
a boil and tested in cold water until 
sufficient hardness results. Cam- 
phor soap may be made in the 
same way by substituting oil of 


rosemary, witch thazel and cam- 
phor for glycerin.

FISH DISHES. 


Fish Scallop au Gratin. — Peel 
off skin, remove the bones, and cut 
in half inch squares one and a half 
pounds of fresh halibut, place in a 
frying pan with a gill of white 
wine, half an ounce of butter, salt 
and pepper to taste; cover fish 
with a lightly buttered paper; boil 
on range five minutes, then set in 
oven six minutes; mix in a sauce- 
pac one and a half ounces butter 
with two ounces of flour and heat 
for one minute. Pour in the fish 
liquor, one gill of mill, and one 
gill of cream; thoroughly mix un- 
til it comes to a boil, then boil five 
minutes. Add fish with two table- 
spoonfuls of sherry; cool five min- 
utes; pour the whole into a baking 
dish, sprinkle a little grated Par- 
mesan cheese over, set in the oven 
to bake ten minutes, then serve. 
Any left over fish can be utilized 
instead of the fresh. 

Baked Cod.—Baked with cream 
}sauce. Boil four or five pounds of 
fresh cod. When cookéd drain and 
shred in fine pieces, Boil one quart 
of milk, with one onion and a little 
chopped parsley.

Foamy Sauce.—Sauce® for pud- 
dings, not hard to make, certainly 
not expensive, and considered the 
finest sauce in the world for four 
or five persons. Cream half a cup- 
ful of butter till soft, add one cup- 
ful of granulated sugar by tea- 
spoonfuls, then add half a cupful 
of liquid by teaspoonfuls ; the liquid 
is made of half and half tepid water 
and wine.

Hang it 
in a sunny window and keep it 
damp all the time. The seeds will 
grow and form with the hyacinth a 
beautiful flowering ball, entirely 
concealing the sponge. 

Most people understand that the 
placing of a marble in a kettle pre- 
yents furring, but few seem to 
know that a large clean marble 
boiled in milk, porridge, custards, 
sauces, or stews will automatically 
do the stirring as the liquid cooks.

A Rapid Growing Hardwood—Na- 
live of Australia, But Being Pro- 


pogated Very Satisfactorily in 
California. 

The rapid development of the 
Evcalyptus growing industry in 


California has been atiracting much 
attention of both the State and 
Federal Forestry officials, and more 
recently this interest has spread to 
the point where many. capitalists 
are investing very largely.

America looked upon the Eucalyp- 
tus simply as a supply for certain
